The Montclair Town Council had un¬ 
der consideration thft question of adopt¬ 
ing an rrdloanoft prohibiting the burn¬ 
ing of soft cost In rnllroftd locomotives 
on the railroads tn thst town.

The town unquestionably has no 
power to prevent by ordinance or other¬ 
wise the use of soft ooal or any other 
bituminous substance by railroad loco¬ 
motives. The Council bee necessarily 
the power to peas ordinances to prohibit 
nulaaneee, and It may a tt em pt to de fine 
nuisances which It desires to prohibit. 
Ita aetlon In thla regard would of 
oourae be revlewable by the Supreme 
Court.’* After quoting an opinion In 
the oase of the filets ve. Jersey City 
the opinion further states: 

'• If the use of soft coal by railroad

The lib¬ 
eral and Indefinite methods of extending 
tax exemption privileges should be it 
onoe restricted. Municipalities estab¬ 
lish a bad precedent to exempting the 
school sad other publlo properties from 
taxation, and certainly the property 
owned by one town within the limits of 
another ought not to be exempted from 
taxation by tbe town In wbloh tbs prop¬ 
erty to situated. 

It would be better policy for religions 
corporation* to pay tbs Just proportion 
of taxes on the property which they own 
rather than ssek the Ttoneflta o£sxemp- 
tloo.
